SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 

To the Citizens of Clarendon : 

According to Chapter 33, Section 620, of the Vt, 
Statutes, I hereby submit my report as Superintendent 
of Schools for the year beginning April, 1905. 

During this period nearly all of our teachers have 
been retained throughout the year, but in several 
cases a change seemed well for both the teacher and 
school. 

Regret to say that the school on East St. for the 
past two terms has been what one would call a 
failure, not by any means due to tfie teacher alone, but 
to both teacher and pupils. 

It seems to me that this might be remedied in part, 
were the pupils in this school sent to East Clarendon. 

A teacher would have to be a “prodigy” to teach 
a school so small as this and make it a success and 
credit to himself and pupils. 

Also regret to find so little interest shown by par¬ 
ents in our public schools. Were this interest given, 
perhaps parents would find less time to criticize the 
“teacher.” 
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Children, alone, cannot be forced to like the school. 
They like it onl}" when it is worth liking and when 
they like it they learn. 

It is not many years since the popular conception 
of school was only a place where book-lore is to be ac¬ 
quired: then, later, we began to realize that school is a 
preparation for life; and now slowly—and it seems 
sometimes very slowly—but surely we are becoming 
conscious that school is life; and if the broader and 
deeper life of maturity is to be worthy the name, this 
earlier life must have such stimulus and be nourished 
in such environment that the greater life will come 
forth as naturally and as vigorously as the oak comes 
from the acorn. 

It seems, and is, a duty that a parent owes his 
child, to have interest in this earlier life, therefore, in 
our schools. 

Our teachers will teach more effectively; our pupils 
will study with happier spirit and with much better 
results. 

The per cent of attendance in some of our schools 
has been very low, but owing to special effort on the 
part of teachers, a much higher per cent was obtained 
during the fall term. Contagious diseases have in a 
great measure been the cause of the low per cent during 
the early part of the winter term. 

There certainly cannot be any other small town in 
this state where the School Board does any more for 
teachers and pupils than Clarendon in furnishing 
necessary supplies and material as soon as ordered by 
the different teachers, also they adopt the best text 
books for the use of the schools. I personally wish to 
thank the Board for their co-operation in the good 
work. 

We all can see some of the benefits by the number 
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of otir graduates who are pursuing a course of study in 
our higher institutions of learning. 

With few exceptions, our teachers who are Normal 
graduates, are our best, having firmly established the 
principles of education, and how to best adapt the 
same to. the use of the child. 

The Teachers' Meetings have been a source of en¬ 
joyment and profit to us all, and may they even be 
more so during the year to come. 

Hope to see an effort made to enforce the truant 
law during the coming year, and to see a much needed 
interest Shown by parents in our public school system 
and its development.
